The vacancy can be filled by 
appointment by Republican Gov. 
Reagan, but there was s o m e 
question whether the governor 
would do that so soon before the 
GOP primary election for tiie 
seat.

Challenging Mrs. Jordan for 
the GOP nomination for secre>- 
tary of state in June is Assem­ 
blyman George W. Milias, R- 
Gilroy. 
Since 1910, nobody but a Jor­ 
dan has been elected Secretary 
of State: first the father, Frank 
Chester Jordan, and then his 
son. 
Capitol sources say the nearly 
60-year Jordan monopoly is prob­ 
ably a national record for a 
father-son combination in any 
office of comparable importance. 
Between the two Jordans, both 
staunch Republicans, Democrat 
Paul Peck held the post by ap­ 
pointment for two years. But the 
younger Jordan defeated Peek, 
now a retired state Supreme 
Court Justice, in 1942. 
He’d been in office ever since 
— the only Republican to sur­ 
vive statewide D e m o c r a t i c 
sweeps in 1958 and 1962. 
For the seven-term veteran, 
who served as 
Secretary of 
State for 26 years getting elected 
never seemed to be a problem. 
In 1962, Jordan faced energet-

ORLANDO, Fla. - A lumber­ 


ing eight-engine B52 Strategic 
Air 
Command 
bomber 
roars 


down a 12 000-foot runway and 
into the sky at McCov Air Force 
Base. 


Moments later, a commerical 
jet airliner settles in for a land­ 
ing on an adjacent 12.000-foot 
runway. 


But there is no cause for con­ 
cern. There is no emergency 
that has diverted the passenger 
plane to this SAC base. Nor is 
the pilot off course. 


The 
commercial 
flight 
is 
one of 60 such flights that land 
daily at McCoy under a joint 
civilian-military use a g r e e - 
ment. 


The joint use of the base in 
Central Florida has been under 


way since October 1961, first on 
a limited, tem porary basis, but 
now under a permanent lease 
agreement. 
McCoy, with its two 12.000-foot 
runways, was first built by the 
City oi Orlando and leased to 
• the Air Force during World War 
IT. After the war the base was 
closed, but with the outbreak of 
the Korean War it was reacti­ 
v a te d and the city deeded the 
property to the Air Force. 
> 
But with the opening of the 
! space age at nearby Cape Ken­ 
nedy fthen Cape Canaveral) in 
the late 1950s, and with the jet 
age. Orlando found itself a po­ 
tential air center with inade­ 
quate facilities. 


Herndon Field, still used for 
p r o p e 11 o r planes and non- 
commerical flights, was too 
small to handle the needs. 
And later, voters rejected a 
city proposal to float a bond 
issue to purchase land for con­ 
struction of additional airport 
facilities. 


W. E. (Buck) McLean, who 


retired this past June after 15 


years as director of aviation for 


the city, saw no choice other 
than to forego jet service for 


Central Florida or find some 


way to use McCoy, so he went 
to work on the problem. 


“ The first thing we had to 


recognize wras that no civilian 
operation had ever mo'/ed in on 
a 
SAC base." 
McLean 
said. 
“ But me being a country boy, I 
didn't care ” 


McLean began building up a 
base of support to confront Air 
Force officials with the need for 
civilian use of the base. 


Getting the support of area of­ 
ficials and Florida’s congression- 
Getting SAC officials to approve 
such a plan was another thing 
but McLean found a friendly ear 
in Alan McCone. then special 
assistant secretary of the Air 
Force for installations. 


“ We had no particular diffi­ 
culty with the Pentagon and 
we got our foot in the door,” 
McLean said. 


A key move in the operation 
w a s 
reclassification 
of 
the 
base's posture within the overall 
defense operation. This was aid­ 
ed by a report from Arthur Ca- 
tudai. 
chief of 
the 
technical 
co-ordinating staff of the airport 


division of the Federal Aviation 
Agency. 


“We are under a mandate of 
Congress to get maximum civil­ 
ian use from our military bases 
without impeding the prime de­ 
fense function,” Catudal said. 


This brough a decision by the 
Air Force that it didn’t need the 
entire facility to carry out Its 
mission, thus clearning the way 
for the city to obtain a lease for 
a portion of the base. 


The first agreement provid­ 
ed that commercial jets could 
land on the east runway and 
that two unused missile ware­ 
houses on that side could he 
converted 
into 
a 
passenger 
terminal. 


But the agreem ent was on a 
tem porary basis, 90 days at a 
time. 
“ We w eren’t guaranteed any 
thing at that tim e,” McLean 
said. 
But Delta Airlines decided to 
move ahead and on Oct. 29, 
1961. a Delta jet touched down 
and 16 passengers disembarked. 
The McCoy Jetport was in op­ 
eration. 
In Janurary 1964, the cfty ob­ 
tained a 25-year lease with an 
option to renew for another 25 
years, giving it a perm anent jet­ 
port. 
The lease was retroactive to 


March 26, 1962. and is nonean- 


cellable except in the event of a 
national emergency. 


But the Air Force did keep 
some restrictions in the lease 
to limit the number of civilian 
flights into the base and re­ 
strict the use to scheduled, 
commercial jet flights. 


The lease also provides that 
should the city move out, it will 


put the warehouses back into 
their original condition and that 
any construction at the base 
must be approved by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 


Dick 
Cleveland, 
deputy 
di­ 
rector of aviation in Orlando 
said the restrictions on flights 
set a maximum of 30 per hour 
“which 
we 
h a v e n ' t 
ever 
reached.” He said this restric­ 
tion also is negotiable as am 
traffic increases. 
Four com m ercial air carriers 
and one air cargo firm now- 
serve the civilian term inal, with 
60 flights in and out daily. 


The joint operation has run 
smoothly with no one able to 
recall any disruption of serv­ 
ice. The civilian am way is 
12,000 feet long and 200 feet 
wide, while the adjacent mili­ 
tary runway is 12.1)00 feet by 
300 feet.

The Wilson letter has been 
cited frequently in the Senate 
debate on the nomination by 
Carswell supporters. 
In the letter, Wilson did not 
directly endorse the Carswell 
nomination but he wrote, “ as a

Soviets Test Big 


Missiles In Pacific 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
-The 
Russians test fired two big long 
range missiles with multiple 
warheads into the Pacific over 
the weekend, the Pentagon said 
today. 
A spokesman said the Rus­ 
sians “ could be approaching the 
point at which they could make 
a deployment decision with this 
series of tests.” 
These were the first Soviet 
SS9 missile tests announced by 
the United States since last 
spring. 
However, the Russians have 
been testing a variety of mis­ 
siles and Pentagon figures show 
they have test fired more than 
30 since strategic arms limita­ 
tion talks began in Helsinki last 
November. 
According to the Pentagon,

But the California Democrat 
said Wilson was approached to 
write his letter, that meetings 
were held with his superior, in 
the EEOC, William H. Brown, 
to discuss the letter, and that 
the letter “ was drafted, re­

The $3 billion water project 
has to borrow from the General 
Fund, the state’s main bank ac­ 
count for handling day-to-day op­ 
erations, because water bonds 
can’t, be sold on the current 
money market. 
The state is seeking authori­ 
zation at the June 2 election to 
pay up to 7 per cent interest on 
its bonds compared with the 
current limit of 5 per cent. 
Flournoy said the state's Gen­ 
eral Fund collected $2.34 billion 
during the eight months ending 
Feb. 28 compared with spend­ 
ing of $2.82 billion.

NEW YORK (AP) - An un­ 
published letter Charles Dickens 
wrote from America, expressing 
bitter disappointment in this 
country, went on display here 
today.

WASHINGTON—For the average car own­ 
er, when is the best time to trade in for a 
newer model? 

But the Feder­ 
al Government has just completed an updat­ 
ing of cost figures that provide some helpful 
clues. They are contained in a 16-page pam­ 
phlet that is free to the public. 
The figures show that the cost of main­ 
taining a 1970 car priced at $3.185 without any 
finance charges will total $11,890 over a 
10-year period. That is equiva-;“ 
lent to 11.9 cents a mile for 
100.000 miles.

Babysitting Is Two-Way Street, 


Here's Handy Check List Of Tips

Ruth 
E. 
Davis, 
a 
home 
economist with the University 
of New Hampshire Extension 
Service, said the most impor­ 
tant 
qualities 
in 
a 
good 
babysitter “ are that she enjoys 
being 
around 
children 
and 
understands how they feel.” 
She lists several responsibil­ 
ities of the sitter: 
—Be 
aware 
to 
keep 
the 
youngsters safe and hapuy un­ 
til parents return. Also, be pa­ 
tient. 
—Don’t accept a sitting job if 
she has a cold or has been 
exposed to a c o n t a g i o u s 
disease. 


—Arrived early and get 
to 
know the youngster(s). 
—Be considerate in the use of 
the home. 
—Don’t hesitate to call the 
parents or authorities in case of 
an emergency. 


On the other hand, she said, 
parents should: 
—Make certain all arrange­ 
ments —transportation for the 
sitter, if needed; length of stay 
and pay —are made before the 
babysitting starts. 
—Make certain the sitter is 
aware of names and ages of 
children plus telephone num­ 
bers where the parents will be 
in case of accident, illness or 
emergency. 
—Familiarize the babysitter 
with each child's accustomed 


routine, such as mealtime (if 
pertinent), 
bedtime, 
stories, 
nightlights, and so on. 
‘‘A babysitter’s bag can be 
useful on many occasions.” the 
economist 
noted. 
“ It 
might 
contain a collection of inexpen­ 
sive odds and ends which can 
be used for imaginative play. 
“ Babysitting is an important 
job. In addition to providing 
extra spending money, it helps 
to prepare the teen-ager for 
parenthood and other areas of 
family living.” 


Two years ago, the compar­ 
able figures for a $2.806 car 
came to $11.024 and a per mile 
cost of 11.0 cents. Prices are 
for a four-door sedan at Balti­ 
more prices. 


In both cases, the items in the 
cost figures were depreciation, 
repairs and maintenance, re­ 
placement t i r e s , accessories, 
gasoline, oil, insurance, parking 
and toll charges, plus state and 
Federal taxes and fees, includ­ 
ing a $189 federal excise tax for 
the 1970 model. 


According to the year-by-year 
breakdown of these costs, it is 
theoretically cheaper to keep 
the car for 10 years than to 
trade it in before then. Costs 
per mile drop from 14.2 cents in 
the first year to 10.8 in the tenth 
year. 


But these costs do not drop 
I steadily. The biggest decline oc­ 
curs between the first and sec­ 
ond years when depreciation, 
the largest cost factor at that 
time, falls from $955 to $558. 
Costs per mile drop from 14.2 to 
11.2 cents. 


But as depreciation costs drop 
off, repair costs increase so 
much that the cost per mile in 
the third year rifes to 12.1 
cents. Based on these figures, 
the w-orst time to trade from an 
economical point of view is at 
the end of the first year. 


It also follows that one of the 
best times to trade is at the end 
of the second year. For you 
would have to keep the car 
through the seventh year before 
experiencing a lower cost per 
mile (10.7) cents). 


And 
by trading after two 
years, you would be able to take 
advantage of any improvements 
in d e s i g n , performance and 
safetv factors, which have been 


c h a n g i n g rapidly in recent 
years. 
On the other hand, many mo­ 
torists find that keeping a car 
five or six years is economical. 
And the cost figures per mile 
show that these years are com­ 
paratively good at 11.5 and 11.4 
cents respectively. 
There are so many variables, 
how'ever. that each car owner 
must judge for himself as he 
goes along, hoping that the next 
day w'ill not see the whole car 
fall apart. An expensive “ valve | 
job” b e f o r e the 70.000-mile 
point, where the government 
puts it, could upset the trend. 
It is also possible that repair 
costs will be much higher than 
the government estimates for 
them. The government figure of 
$114 for a valve job seems quite 
low c o m p a r e d to prevailing 
rates.

Marin County Planning com­ 
missioners today voted 4 to 2 to 
r e z o n e the 319-acre Lairds 
L a n d i n g subdivision within 
Point Reyes National Seashore 
boundary from agricultural to 
multiple planned residential. 
The rezoning, which must be 
approved by the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors, would al­ 
low' 106 units on the 319 acres 
owned by Robert D. Marshall. 
Jr. north of Lairds Landing be­ 
tween Pierce Point Road and 
Tomales Bay. 
Acting planning director Wer­ 
ner Von Gundell said the devel­ 
oper plans 63 units in clusters 
close to the bay. whereas the 
present limited agricultural zon­ 
ing would allow' 10 times as 
much density. 
Commissioners Hugh Dough­ 
erty and Margaret Azevedo vi- 
goriously opposed the rezoning 
because federal purchase of the 
entire seashore area is immi­ 
nent. 
“ On the face of it, lower dens­ 
ity seems to be a step in the 
right direction.” agreed Dough­ 
erty. “ However, it’s one step 
further toward eventual approv­ 
al of actual development”

Sense To School Tasks 


T u c k e d 
away 
among

headline-catching portions of two re­ 
cent messages by the President of the 
United States were paragraphs which 
set forth what he sees as the national 
educational task. 


In his March 3 message on educa­ 
tion reform, President Nixon raised 
the basic question of “what makes a 
good school.“ And he swept aside the 
measurements usually used by educa­ 
tors. 


Said the President: 


“Fine new buildings alone do not 
predict high a c h i e v e m e n t . Pupil- 
leacher ratios may not make as much 
difference as we used to think. Expen­ 
sive equipment may not make as much 
difference as its salesmen would have 
us believe. 


“And yet we know that something 
does make a difference.” 


S C H O O L 
ADMINISTRATORS 
have been derelict, he charged, in not 
really trying to find out what t h a t 
something is. Educators have been so 
fearful of “national standards” that 
they have avoided accountability. 


“We have.” said Mr. Nixon, “too 
long avoided thinking of the productiv­ 
ity of the schools.” 


In his M a r c h 25 desegregation 
message, Mr. Nixon said: 


“IN SPEAKING of ‘desegregation’ 
or ‘integration.’ we often lose sight of 
what these mean in the context of a 
free, open, pluralistic society. We can­ 
not be free, and at the same time be 
r e q u i r e d to fit our lives into pre- 
s c r i b e d places on a racial grid— 
whether segregated or integrated, and

THIS IS COMMON SENSE— as is 
the President’s contention t h a t the 
schools must be held accountable for 
their performance and judged by their 
products. 
It is a refreshing departure from 
the thinking of those who would apply 
theoretical formulas as solutions to hu­ 
man, practical problems. 


THE GOAL, President Nixon held 
in both messages, should be the im­ 
provement of education. 
For the minority child, it should be 
“that equal place at the starting line 
that his parents were denied.” 
For all children, it should be quali­ 
ty education, which Mr. Nixon defined 
as that which “will help them improve 
the quality of their lives.” 
That is what education is all about. 
It is not to remake the social system or 
the government. It is not to create a 
new kind of aristocracy based on the 
degree letters that a person can place 
after his name. It is to equip the chil­ 
dren to succeed on their own, to live 
full lives in whatever kind of society 
they find when they reach adulthood.

WASHINGTON—Nearly

erybody seem s to be wringing 
his hands and talking about 
the

tragedy of the 
m ail strike and the dangerous 
defiance of law and orderly 
governm ent which flows from 
it. 


F a ir enough. It can hardly 
be overstated. But th a t isn't 
the end of the m atter by any 
means. 


President Nixon did 
what 
w a s 
necessary—and 
to his 
c r e d i t 
no 
m ore 
than 
necessary—on his limited use 
of federal troops to restore es­ 
sential mail services. 


THE UNITED STATES gov­ 
ernm ent could not even begin 
negotiations for a postal pay 
raise while an illegal, court- 
defying, wildcat strike was in 
progress. 
To have done 
so 
would have been to bow to the 
abuse of power by illegal ac­ 
tion of civil servants breaking 
their own oath of office. That 
would have been a craven a t­ 
tem pt to restore the rule of 
law by responding to the viola­ 
tion of law. 


This was what the President 
was 
talking about when he 
said that “ the survival of a 
government based upon law" 
was at stake. 
An unlawful strike against a 
lawful government is intolera­ 
ble. This needs to be kept 
clear and not clouded at any 
point. 


TH E T R A G E D Y of the 
strike will be matched by an­ 
other tragedy, if those respon­ 
sible fail to see how badly they 
did in dealing with this prob­ 
lem and miss the lesson of 
their heedlessness. 
Blame is not in short supply. 
There is plenty to go around. 
Congress faltered and failed. 
It showed no adequate urgency 
nor aw areness that its dallying 
w a s 
perilously 
depressing 
postal morale. Mr. Nixon may 
well be right that if Congress 
had passed the postal reform 
bill last y ear when he asked 
for it. creating an independent 
public corporation and taking 
it out of politics, the conditions 
which led to the strike would 
have been resolved. 


But the legislative arm of 
government did not do its job. 
IN RETROSPECT it seem s 
clear that the President should 
not have linked a postal pay 
raise to postal reform. It was 
an attem pt to undercut the re­ 
sistance of the postal unions to 
proposed 
reforms. 
It 
didn’t 
work. It delayed dealings just­ 
ly with postal salaries. 
The rank-and-file m em bers 
of the p o s t a l unions, who 
didn't 
want 
to strike, 
who 
didn’t want to violate the law. 
who didn’t want to spurn the 
council of their union’s nation­ 
al executives, permitted it to 
happen through their own neg­ 
lect. They did so by failing to 
attend their union meetings in 
the cities where the wildcat 
work stoppages were voted. 
Not more than 8 per cent of 
the union m em bers attended 
these 
crucial 
meetings 
and 
thereby the rank-and-file gave 
over their power to the law­ 
less. 


PROBABLY NO SEGM ENT 
of society condemned the law­ 
lessness of the postal strike 
more 
than 
business 
leaders 
who were so acutely hurt when 
the mail cam e to a halt. They 
justified reaction, but wouldn't 
business as a whole be in a 
better 
position 
to 
complain 
against lawlessness if it helped 
set its own house in order? 
We heard no businessmen or 
business 
group 
condemning 
the lawlessness of the oil co m ­ 
pany which knowingly violated 
federal law in failing to put 
the required safety valves on 
120 of its offshore wells on the 
coast of Louisiana where its 
oil spill caused such dam age. 
We aim to ofter no com fort 
to those who resort to lawless­ 
ness to redress their griev­ 
ances. It is a dead-end street 
strewn with peril to a free peo­ 
ple with the m eans to change 
law by lawful means. But it 
will be a terrible m istake if we 
fail to heed the lesson of the 
postal strike—that if our insti­ 
tutions of governm ent do not 
respond to the nation’s press­ 
ing needs m ore effectively and 
m ore efficiently the ‘‘survival 
of governm ent b a s e d upon 
law ” is in peril. 


WASHINGTON WINDOW 


De Jure Or De Facto, 


Results Are The Same

WASHINGTON

- 
Americans have been buffeted 
steadily recently by barrages 
of news reports and speeches 
about de facto and de jure 
school segregation. 


If that w asn't enough, the 
sam e issue arose with respect 
to extension of the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act. 
The U. S. Civil Rights Com­ 
mission has found that de fac­ 
to use of literacy tests keeps 
Negroes from the polls: in the 
North as surely as dc jure did 
in the South. 
To explain: <Je jure discri­ 
mination is when the law is 
used to discriminate, such as 
when dual school systems kept 
the races apart in the south. 
De facto is when the facts add 
up to racial separation caused 
by such factors as housing pat­ 
terns in the north. 


ACCORDING to H o w a r d 
Glickstein, Civil Rights com ­ 
mission staff director, “ litera­ 
cy tests in the North and West 
have a discrim inatory effect” 
regardless of motive. 
The commission, a f t e r a 
study of the effect of literacy 
tests outside the Soutii, cam e 
up with these findings: 
— Northern 
and 
western 
states with literacy tests gen­ 
erally have lower voter regis- 
t r a t i o n than those without 
tests. 
— The difference was most 
pronounced 
between 
persons 
with an eighth grade education 
and those with less. 
—Thirty eight per cent m ore 
Negroes of the lower educa­ 
tional legel registered to vote 
in the states free of literacy 
tests; the difference was only 
18 per cent for whites. 


THE COMMISSION saw the 
survey results as supporting 
moves to ban on literacy tests 
in all states. The 1965 Voting 
Rights act limited the suspen­ 
sion to six Southern states and 
part of a seventh which were 
found, on the basis of a reg's- 
tration formula tixed in the 
law, to be using the tests to 
keep Negroes from voting. In 
other words, de jure discrim i­ 
nation. 
The N i x o n adm inistration 
wanted extension of the ban to 


the entire nation. Senate liber­ 
als were willing to go along 
with it and another provision 
proposed by the 
adm inistra­ 
tion to limit residency requre- 
ments in presidential elections 
to no more than 60 days of re­ 
sidency within a state. 


But the Senate liberals are 
against a provision adopted in 
the House which would allow 
the formula to e x p i r e next 
August. That would mean the 
seven states affected would be 
treated just like the rest of 
the rest of the nation, even 
though they had a record of 
past voting discrimination. 


The 
differing 
versions 
of 
bills passed by the two houses 
are now subject to negotia­ 
tions, with an additional prob­ 
lem t h r o w n in: a Senate- 
approved 
provision 
to 
lower 
the voting age to 18 by law.

Lower Voting 
Age Foe To 
Push Issue 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Strong support among House 


Democrats for lowering the vot­ 


ing age to 18 has overcome the 
resistance 
of 
Rep. 
Emanuel 


; Celler, D-N.Y., the proposal’s 
chief foe. 


Celler is now prepared to seek 
: a House vote on accepting both 
the 18-ycar-old vote and an ex­ 
tension of the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act, earlier passed as a pack­ 
age by the Senate. 


The 81-year-old chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee 
lias 
not shifted in his opposition to 
teen-age voting, but a 5-1 m ar­ 
gin among his Democratic col­ 
leagues in favor of it has per­ 
suaded him to drop his effort to 
separate the age issue from the 
voting rights legislation. 


MAIN INTEREST 
Celler’s main interest is in 
passing the Senate version of 
the 
Voting 
Rights 
Act. 
The 
measure retains the essential 
provisions of the 1965 act under 
which nearly a million blacks in 
seven Southern states have been 
registered to vote. 


Celler lost by five votes last 
December when he tried to get 
a similar bill through the House, 
which instead passed an admin­ 
istration-backed substitute civil 
rights leaders regard as weaker 
than the present act. 


Although a poll of House Dem­ 
ocrats shows topheavy support 
for the package, the Republi­ 
cans are much more closely di­ 
vided, with most of them declin­ 
ing to say how they will vote. 


The administration not only 
favors its own version of the 
voting rights act, but opposes 
lowering the voting age by fed­ 
eral statute. It believes a consti­ 
tutional amendment is required 
to set a voting age limit for all 
the states. 


The 
Constitution 
gives 
the 
states the right to set voter 
qualifications as long as they 
are 
not 
discriminatory. 
Only 
four states permit persons un­ 
der 21 to vote now. 


COURT TEST 
Celler, who also convinced a 
constitutional amendment need­ 
ed to lower the voting age hopes 
to get speedy enactment of the 
statute so the 18-year-old Issue 
can be tested in the Supreme 
Court before this fall’s elections. 
In preparation for the coming 
vote a group of youthful backers 
of teen-age voting, banded to­ 
gether in the Youth Franchise 
Coalition, plans to descend on 
Capitol Hill as soon as Congress 
gets back in action April 6. 


Coalition workers have been 
polling 
the 
Republicans 
and 
have found only 45 who say they 
definitely will vote for the com­ 
bined measure. That may not be 
enough. 


When the voting rights legisla­ 
tion was up the first time in the 
House, 
49 
Republicans 
voted 
against the administration and 
supported an extension of the 
act. But the vote was 208 to 205 
against them. 
Supporters of the 18-year-old 
vote think combining their bill 
with the Senate version of the 
Voting Rights Act will give the 
package enough added appeal to 
pull over some Republicans. 
But a lot depends on how 
much of a fight the administra­ 
tion put.s up.
